Claims 20-62,68-81 and 85-97 have been cancelled. 

The claims are allowable because according to the present invention every participant device 
(participant device may correspond to a bidder in Kudo's document) has a distinct initial value 
and generates aimed value information by processing the initial value with a one-way function 
by a number of times corresponding to an aimed value (the aimed value may correspond to 
bidding value PRICE in the Kudo's document); each participant device or server device 
processes the initial value with the one-way function to generate updated initial value, and 
update is repeated until agreement is detected between the updated initial value and the value of 
the aimed value information.
